No. 2568, dated 11 th Nov. 1963. — In pursuance of Noti-

NYAPIN ROAD), 8th mile- 
stone (on DAPOR1JO, LIMEKING ROAD) POYOM (MP 
9379), 2nd mile-stone north of YARE (MP 9575), DOSING 
(NL 3592), D AMR OH (NF 6208), AHINKOLIN (NF 
88J 1 ). KRONLI (NG 2407). GURONGON (NM 4592), 
LABON (NM 7579), HAYULIANG (NN 0199). CHOWAH

2. Persons qualifying for the award of Clasp Himalaya for 
service in Jammu and Kashmir and NEFA will not be eligi- 
ble for the award of Clasp Jammu and Kashmir and Clasn 
NEFA to SAINYA SEVA (SERVICES) Medal simulta- 
neously. 


3. Service in areas specified in paragraph 1 above will not 
be counted towards the qualifying service for the award of 
Clasp Jammu and Kashmir and Clasp NEFA to SAINYA 
SEVA (SERVICES) Medal. 

4. The qualifying period will be counted from the date on 
which an individual enters the areas specified in paragraph L
